FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Washington Volunteer Fire Department held their 
regular meetings and several work details to recondition and 
repair equipment this year. The department had an instruc- 
tion meeting on the use of fog nozzles and also had three meet- 
ings on Methods and Uses of Tools for Fighting Forest Fires.

Considerable work has been done to the two fire trucks to 
make each piece of equipment more efficient. 

The biggest drawback to the department is that so much of 
the monetary grant from the town has to be used for insurance 
of the two trucks and operating costs that it leaves very little 
money to purchase the many costly and much needed equip- 
ment and repairs. This year we hope to have a better trained 
and better organized group of fire fighters. The department 
knows that it needs many, many more feet of 1 in. hose to 
extend existing hose and replace some old hose. We feel that 
hose is our most vital need so this year there is an article in the 
warrant to see if the townspeople will raise $500 to purchase 
14inch fire hose. Existing hose supply is not large enough to 
meet most needs from the water source to the fire. What this 
town spends for fire protection is minute compared to neighbor- 
ing towns that have recently purchased new fire equipment 
running into thousands of dollars.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES FOR THE YEAR 1959 


At the year’s end it is again appropriate to give you an ac- 
count of public health nursing services in your community for 
the year 1959. 

The primary purpose of public health nursing is to provide 
nursing service to people at home, at school, at work, in clinics 
and health centers, so that individuals, families and the com- 
munity as a whole will be helped to achieve and maintain opti- 
mum health. Public health nursing is one of the basic health 
services that contribute to a healthy and happy way of life. 

The very important work of the Division of Public Health 
Nursing of the Maine Department of Health and Welfare is to 
provide public health nursing service to people in the rural 
areas and small towns of our State. These services include: 


Health teaching of individuals and families in their homes 
for the prevention of illness, promotion of health and correc- 
tion of defects. 


Teaching nursing care of the sick and rehabilitation of the 
handicapped in their own homes, with medical direction from 
the patient’s physician. 


Prevention and control of communicable diseases through 
immunization programs, detection and follow-up of tubercu- 
losis and venereal diseases, and health education. 


Maternal and child care, including school health services and 
child health conferences. 


Follow-up home visiting to individuals and families under 
care of the various State clinics and services—crippled chil- 
dren, pediatric, mental retardation, cleft palate, adolescent, 
cardiac, tuberculosis—to help patients and families carry out 
the doctor’s instructions for treatment.

Working closely with physicians, hospitals, and other health 
and social agencies in behalf of patients and families. 


Working closely with the townspeople, individually and in 
groups, so that the people themselves will take responsibility 
for developing health programs to meet their unique local 
health needs. 


Health is a priceless possession, defined by the World Health 
Organization as ‘‘a state of complete physical, mental, and 
social well-being and not merely the absence of disease or dis- 
ability.”’ It is wisely said that public health is people, who are 
so concerned with good health for themselves, their neighbors, 
and their community that they work for this priceless posses- 
sion. This wise saying guides us well, for nowhere in our State 
do we have the number of public health nurses we need to give 
all the services we would like to give. It follows, then, that a 
successful public health nursing program does, and indeed 
should, depend largely upon the interest, support, and volun- 
teer work of the local people, individually and through or- 
ganized group effort. The public health nurse gives directly 
those services that require her special professional nursing skills 
and gives leadership and counsel to the townspeople in develop- 
ing, cooperatively, the health programs most suitable for their 
own community.

In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chapter 90-A, R.S. 
1954, and at your request, the financial records of the Town of Wash- 
ington have been audited for the municipal year ended March 1, 1959. 

As required by statute, one copy of this report together with the 
audit procedural form prescribed by Section 26, Chapter 90-A, R.S. 
1954, have been forwarded to the State Department of Audit. 

The examination was in the form of a limited general audit as pre- 
scribed by the National Committee on Governmental Accounting. 
Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with the preceding year, and 
included all procedures considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial affairs of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying 
comments. 

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report present the result 
of the financial operations of the Town for the period designated.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WASHINGTON 
March 1, 1958 to March 1, 1959 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Washington has 
been completed for the municipal year ended March 1, 1959. The audit 
included and examination of certain records maintained by the As- 
sessors, Selectmen, Tax Collector, Town Treasurer, and the town meet- 
ing records of the Town Clerk. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as well 
as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. An analysis of the 
results of the year’s operations showed that expenditures exceeded 
available funds by $5,673.51, per the following summary:

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As indicated in the above summary, overdrafts totaling $6,041.50 
were experienced in the Town’s operating accounts, with particularly 
heavy overdrafts occurring in the summer and winter roads and in the 
Town poor account. In this connection it is noted that the Town of- 
ficers appear to lack authority to expend greater sums than those au- 
thorized at Town meeting and when overdrafts are threatened addi- 
tional authority should be requested at special Town meetings called 
for the purpose. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Town’s financial position can be improved only by (1) keeping 
expenditures within the limits of the operating budget and (2) liquida- 
tion of backtaxes and tax liens which have accumulated over the past 
years. 

The Town Treasurer should reconcile the monthly bank statement 
with the balance reflected by cash ledger at the end of each month. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $795.64 was reconciled with a statement fur- 
nished by the Depositors Trust Co., Rockland, Maine (Schedule A-1). 
Cash was counted at the audit date and reconciled with the closing 
balance. 

Transactions effecting accounts receivable, taxes receivable and tax 
liens were reviewed and verification undertaken to determine their 
validity at the year end. Unpaid accounts were reconciled with bal- 
airces reflected by the Selectmen’s records. 


LIABILITIES 


General fund liabilities at the year end consisted of accounts payable 
of $6,171.35 (Schedule A-9) and $359.74 due trust funds (Schedule 
A-11). 

The Debt fund account reflects notes payable in the amount of 
$9,000.00 representing the unpaid balance of notes issued for the con- 
struction of the Prescott Memorial School in 1954. These notes are 
held by Depositors Trust Co., Rockland, Maine, mature at the rate of 
representing the unpaid balance of notes issued for the construction of 
the Prescott Memorial School in 1954. These notes are held by De- 
positors Trust Co., Rockland, Maine, mature at the rate of $1,500.00 
annually and bear interest at the rate of three percent (Schedule A-7). 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The examination of appropriation accounts reflected a balance of 
$2,146.64 carried forward to the enduing year representing education, 
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civil defense and fire department balances carried forward in compli- 
ance with statutory requirements or as directed by the Selectmen. 

The Prescott Memorial School Fund representing receipts from the 
estate of the late William M. Prescott amounted to $3,279.98 at the 
year end. This amount is included in the general fund cash account. 

The unappropriated surplus of the Town changed to a net deficit 
during the year under review, due to the overdrafts experienced in the 
operating accounts. The Town had a net deficit of $2,963.44 at the 
closing date, as compared with an unappropriated surplus of $2,699.06 
at the beginning of the year, reflecting a net decrease of $5,662.50 
the surplus account. 


TRUST FUNDS 


An examination of the various funds held in trust by the Town re- 
vealed that fund principals totaled $7,477.76 at the year end while un- 
expended income amounted to $705.71 (Schedule A-11). These were 
represented by time deposits of $6,823.73, investments of $1,000.00 
and $359.74 due from the general fund. 

Trust fund income totaled $219.90 for the audit period while ex- 
penditures amounted to $129.10 for the same period. 


GENERAL 


From the examination of the Town Clerk’s records it was deter- 
mined that the townspeople voted to transfer the excise tax and State 
tax to various operating accounts as reflected by Exhibit D. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal con- 
trol was reviewed as it pertained to the handling of cash and other 
matters of financial concern. Available funds and expenditures were 
examined to the extent deemed necessary. Receipts issued after the 
close of the municipal year were reviewed to determine the accuracy 
of recorded assets. Payrolls, vouchers and cancelled checks were ex- 
amined for a selected period. Trust fund transactions were reviewed 
and investments verified. Excise tax receipts were verified by exami- 
nation of the copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial position of the Town at March 
1, 1959, and the result of it’s operations for the year then ended.

Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the health 
of individuals and families living in a community. An organ- 
ized program for public health is one that offers those individ- 
uals and families every possible chance of living and enjoying 
life, free from the handicaps of preventable disease and dis- 
ability. In more formal terms, the objective of a public health 
program is to bring to all the people the benefits of modern 
medical and related sciences including the care and rehabilita- 
tion of the sick and disabled, the promotion of healthful living, 
and the prevention and control of disease. 

A number of people are involved in the attaining of this ob- 
jective. All together they make up a “health team.’”’ The 
public health nurse is an essential member of this team. She 
shares in planning and action with other workers in the fields 
of health, education, and welfare; with physicians, hospitals, 
clinics; with school personnel; with citizen groups. One of her 
important functions is co-ordination with the others involved 
to provide public health services to individuals, families, and 
community. Citizens of the community are also essential 
members of the health team. Alert to the health needs of their 
community, taking their share of responsibility to meet these 
needs, their contribution as health workers is indispensable to 
the effectiveness of the public health program. A vital, dy- 
namic, working “health team” in the local community strength- 
ens the public health not only of that community, but also of 
the State and the Nation.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT 


March 19, 1960 


Board of Selectmen 
Washington, Maine 


Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 26, Chapter 90-A, Re- 
vised Statutes of 1954, and at your request, the financial records of 
the Town of Washington have been audited for the municipal year 
ended March 1, 1960. 

As required by statute, one copy of this report together with the 
audit procedural form prescribed by the State Auditor for Govern- 
mental audits in accordance with statutory requirement have been 
forwarded to the State Department of Audit. 

The examination was in the form of a limited general audit and per- 
formed in accordance with standards established by the State Depart- 
ment of Audit and by the National Committee on Governmental Ac- 
counting. Audit analysis was on a basis consistent with the preceding 
year and included all procedures considered necessary. 

Insofar as could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial affairs of the Town appear to have been appropriately 
handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the accompanying 
comments. 

Exhibits and schedules together with the accompanying comments 
present the result of the financial operations of the Town for the period 
designated.

COMMENTS 
TOWN OF WASHINGTON 
March 2, 1959 to March 1, 1960 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Washington has 
been completed for the municipal year ended March 1, 1960. The audit 
included an examination of the essential records maintained by the 
Assessors, Selectmen, Tax Collector, Treasurer, and the Town meeting 
records of the Town Clerk. 

The examination consisted of a review of cash transactions as well 
as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. An analysis of the 
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results of the year’s operations showed that expenditures exceeded 
available funds by $1,986.53, per the following summary:

As indicated in the above summary, overdrafts totaling $2,738.19 
were experienced in the Town’s operating accounts, with the heaviest 
overdrafts occuring in the charity and Town administration accounts. 
It is again recommended that when overdrafts appear inevitable addi- 
tional authority should be sought by the Town officers from special 
Town meetings. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Town’s financial position can be improved by 

(1) Collection of back taxes and liens using the enforcement 
authority provided by statute to the degree necessary to accom- 
plish this, and 

(2) Keeping expenditures within the budget approved by the 
townspeople. 

The balance of the Prescott Memorial School fund should be 
used for it’s prescribed purpose of amortizing the school debt 
and the account closed. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance of $139.73 was reconciled with a statement fur- 
nished by the Depositors Trust Company, Rockland, Maine (Schedule 
A-1). Cash was counted at the audit date and reconciled with the 
closing balance. 

Transactions effecting accounts receivable, taxes receivable and tax 
liens were reviewed and verification undertaken to determine their 
validity at the year end. 


LIABILITIES 


General fund liabilities at the year end consisted of accounts payable 
of $5,422.35 (Schedule A-8), $324.24 due trust funds and $3,279.98 due 
the Prescott Memorial Fund (Schedule A-13). This latter fund repre- 
sents the remaining balance of the William H. Prescott estate which 
was left to the Town to be applied against the debt created by the con- 
struction of the Prescott Memorial School. The funds received from 
the estate have been kept in a segregated acocunt but were deposited 
in the general fund checking account. ; 

As a result of the overdrafts incurred in the Town’s operations in 
recent years and the large uncollected balances on tax liens and back 
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taxes, it now will be necessary for the Town to borrow money to re- 
place the Prescott School Fund when it uses this fund for it’s prescribed 
purpose. 

Notes payable at the year end totaled $7,500.00 and represented the 
unpaid balance of notes issued in 1954 for construction of the Prescott 
Memorial School (Schedule A-9). 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


The examination of appropriation accounts (Exhibit D) reflected a 
balance of $4,722.57 carried forward to the ensuing year representing 
principally education balances carried forward in compliance with stat- 
utory requirement. 

The net deficit of the Town amounted to $4,755.26 at the year end, 
an increase of $1,791.82 as compared with the preceding year. This 
increase was incurred principally due to the overdrafts in operating 
accounts (Exhibit C). 


TRUST FUNDS 


Trust fund principals totaled $7,477.76 at the year end, while unex- 
pended income amounted to $870.38 (Schedule A-11). These were 
represented by time deposits of $7,023.90, investments of $1,000.00 and 
$324.24 due from the general fund (Schedule A-12). 

Trust fund income amounted to $267.40 for the audit period while 
expenditures amounted to $102.73. 


GENERAL 


_From the examination of the Town Clerk’s records it was determined 
that the townspeople voted to transfer the excise tax and state tax to 
operating accounts as reflected by Exhibit D. 


SGOPE OFTRUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of internal con- 
trol was reviewed as it pertained to the handling of cash and other mat- 
ters of financial concern. Available funds and expenditures were ex- 
amined to the extent deemed necessary. Receipts issued after the close 
of the municipal year were reviewed to determine the accuracy of 
recorded assets. Payrolls, vouchers and cancelled checks were exam- 
ined for a selected period. Trust fund transactions were reviewed and 
investments verified. Excise tax receipts were verified by examination 
of the copies of the receipts retained by the Collector. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial status of the Town. Audit procedures were followed to the 
extent deemed necessary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and supporting 
statements fairly present the financial position of the Town at March 
1, 1960 and the result of it’s operations for the year then ended.
